to let go just now.

A new deal wan sprung yesterday nand It
Is possible that It may go through. It was
started by certain business men on N street
and one conference over the matter has al-
ready been held. The plan is to have the
sirest cars run south on Twenty-fourth
Etrest to  strect, thence to Twenty-sixth
street, north to N wsireet and east on N
sirest to Twenty-fourth stresl. In other
worde the trains are to run exactly the re-
verss to the way they are running now. It
is stnted that there In very Iitile difference
in the grades on Q mtreet and N street be-
